WHEREAS, The Union Square Alliance, formerly known as the Union Square 

Business Improvement District, is a non-profit organization that serves members and 

creates a high quality visitor experience by managing and activating public spaces, 

attracting new investment, and advocating for the District's future success; and 

WHEREAS, The Union Square Alliance enhances the experiences of visitors to the 

area by continuing to provide the maintenance and public safety services; and 

WHEREAS, The Union Square Alliance would like to purchase and donate two 

utility vehicles to the Police Department; and 

WHEREAS, The two utility vehicles will help support San Francisco Police 

Department officers in the Union Square area to provide high visibility patrol and crime-

deterrence against organized retail theft and with efficient transportation during events 

such as the Macy's Tree Lighting ceremony, the Chinese New Year's Parade, and the St. 

Patrick's Day Parade; and 

WHEREAS, Under the San Francisco Administrative Code, Section 10.100.305, 

the Police Department must obtain Board of Supervisors' approval to accept a donation 

with a market value of more than $10,000; now, therefore, be it

After the unprecedent mob style looting incidents, unsafe conditions in our public garages, and 
severely understaffed police, these gators are gifted to enhance the safety of Union Square's 
public realm and garages. They may also be used sparingly to support large scale police events, 
such as parades, large park events and riots, when not being used by Union Square. 

With this letter, I am confirming that the gift of the two (2) utility vehicles is an outright gift. The 
fair value of the asset is $38,644.58, based on the attached documentation. The original gift 
period for this equipment was Winter 2021.
